VIII, No vendee shall be allowed to remove from the fair ground any animal which 
he has purchased until he presents for inspection the counterfoil given to him by the 
Moharir. Any person endeavouring to evade the provisions coptained in this rule shall 
be liable to be detained by the police. . : 

IX. In case of non-payment of the tax the same shall be recoverable by order of 
the District Magistrate by attachment and sale of the animal purchased or of other. 
moveable property belonging to the defaulter. . 

X. Any person evading payment of the tax shall on conviction before a Magistrate 
be,liable to pay a fine not exceeding five times the amount payable under the rules and 
in case of default in payment of the penalty to undergo simple imprisonment for a term 
not exceeding one month. 

XI. The money collected under these rules shall be applied under the orders of the 
district Board ,for fhe maintenance of watch and ward and the establishment of a proper 
system of conservancy and sanitation at the Fair. m 

XII. The Chairman of the District Board shall submit with his report on the Pushkar 
Fair a statement showing the total amount collected under these rules and the objects 
upon which it has been spent.
